CHAPTER 353.

NUMBER OF JUDGES INCREASED IN 8EOOND JUDICIAL DISTRICT.

AN ACT to increase the number of judges in the second judicial
district.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of  lowa:

SectioNn 1. That section No. 3 of chapter 134 of the acts
of the twenty-first general assembly, be amended as follows:
By striking out of the paragraph fixing the bounds and num-
ber of judges in the second judicial district, the word ‘‘three”
before the word ‘‘judges” and inserting in lien thereof the
word *‘four,” making said paragraph read as follows: Second:
The second district shall consist of the counties of Luecas,
Monroe, Wapello, Jefferson, Henry, Davis, Van Buren and
Appanoose and shall have four judges.

£0. 2. Upon the taking effect of this act the governor
shall appoint an additional judge for said second judicial dis-
trict, who shall hold his office until the election and qualifica-
tion of his successors as herein provided. At the general
election in the year 1892 a judge of the district court shall be
elected in said district, whose tirst term of office shall expire at
the same time as do the terms of the present judges of said dis-
trict, and thereafter the term of oﬂf?ce of said judge shall be
four years.
